WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. —• "It would 


be sheer folly for the American gov- 
ernment to consider any proposal by 
Japan that her acceptance of the 5-5-3 
naval ratio be contingent upon main- 
tenance of a status quo in Pacific forti- 
fications, Senator Poindexter, Republl 
can, of Washington, ranking member 
of the senate naval affairs committee 
and widely recognized authority on 
naval authorities declared today. 


"Mere agreements, as found in the 


case of Belgium are poor securities of 
naval defense," was the warning voiced 
by Senator Polndexter as he pointed 
out that Japan already possesses three 
great complete naval bases on the Pa^ 
clflo while tho United States has not 
one completed there. 


"Wo have not even on the Atlantic 


coast a complete naval base equal to 
one of those possessed by Japan," he 
»aia. "In view of our very important 
possessions In the Pacific, reaching 
close to the shores of Asia, it is neces- 
Bairy for us to maintain our sea power 
there Unless we are determined to sub- 
talt our destiny to the mercy of rival 
gowerfl, 


''This is true whether there Is a re- 


dttctiofl or a limitation of armaments 
Of not, since the same factors would 
enter Into the relative ^situation we 
would be confronted with. 
''It must not be forgotten that Japan 
haS three great complete naval bases 
Jn ftie Pacific-—at Kure, Tokosuko and 
JKaQboi'1 Senator Polndexter said. "In 
* addition, she has five minor bases suit- 


able for limited accommodations and 
repairs for her naval vessels.

union labor. In the opinion rendered by Chief Justice Taft in 
the case brot by the American Steel Foundries of Granite City 
labor both lost 'and won. The right to peaceful picketing, ac- 
corded by congress in the revision of the anti-trust act,_ was 
ackowledged, but the judicial definition of what constitutes 
peaceful picketing was left vague. Each case must turn on its 
own circumstances, according to the court. 


Justice Taft observed that congress merely stabilized what 


was already the best practice of federal courts, and yet thru- 
out the decision there is the breath of a suggestion that the 
Clayton act did concede more than labor previously possessed. 
No trade unionist in his i-ight mind would covet the privilege of 
picketing in anything other than a peaceful manner. Citizens 
not members of labor organizations have assuredly rights equal 
to those possessed by unionists.

PEH SENTENCES 


IN CASE 


NEW YORK, Dec. 
9.—Nineteen 


members of the Marble Industry Em- 
ployers' 
Association, 
who pleaded 


guilty of violating the State anti-trust 
law, were sentenced by Justice John 
V, McAvoy to pay fines of $250 and 
$500 each and to serve terms of six 
months to three years In the peniten- 
tiary. They will not, however, have 
to serve the penitentiary sentences. 
That part of the sentence, In all nine- 
teen cases, was suspended by the 
court "during good behavior." 


It was only a few days ago that an- 


other New York Supreme Court jus- 
tice sent four business men to jail for 
two to four months each for violating 
the same law. These men. were mem- j 
bers of the "Tile Trust." The jail sen- 
tences in their cases were unexpected 
as the custom of the New York courts 
in respect to such offenders has been 
to fine them and scold them and let 
them go. A few months ago a New 
York judge did that with a number of 
^business men convicted of conspiracy 
in restraint of trade and other noxious 
and illegal business practices. The 


• judge in fining them declared they j 
were men "of high standing and good 
reputation," and so they wouldn't have 
to go to jail. 


This time, in the case of the peni- 


tentiary sentences imposed and then 
suspended by Justice McAvoy, 
the 


justice took occasion 
to 
"explain" 


why he suspended the sentences. 


"I conclude," he said, "since the 


major reason for a prison sentence is 
a deterrent, that that will best satisfy 


the public interest rather than a short 
sentence, which is soon served, and 
immediately upon Its conclusion a re- 
sort to forbidden practices made like- 
ly, since during the whole three years 
on the mere information, without any 
evidence of any combination or any 
group or any formation of a trade 
practice that is contrary to law, the 
court may revoke the suspension and 
order the sentence served." 


No New York court so far as could 


be ascertained ever has invoked like 
reasoning—or any other sort of reas- 
oning—as a justification for suspend- 
ing sentence upon lawbreakers who 
were not business men and "gentle- 
men."
